among Mexicans with reference to the 
recent registration for army duty.

should have a very beneficial effect on 
the labor situation. 
There is no par­ 
ticular shortage of help at this time. 
and none is anticipated. 
There are 
plenty of Mexican laborers 
to

care of the crops, unless they refuse 
to work in fear of being called to take 
up arms against Germany. 
Finlayson’s letter is printed in tile 
Spanish language, 
an 
interpretation 
of which follows: 
“It having been brought to the at­ 
tention of the Los Angeles County 
Conned of Defense that many Mexican 
laborers of Southern California are re­ 
fusing to sign contracts 
to 
perform 
labor on farms or orchards 
for 
tile 
reason t hat, as they mistakenly sup­ 
pose, they soon may become liable to 
draft into the United States Army: 
“Now, therefore, notice 
is 
hereby 
given that, while tile law has required 
all foreigners residing in the United 
States between tile ages of 21 and 31
